Friench Degeneracy. 

It has become the custom of certain 
orthera journals, and of a great part of 
the European press, to belittle the French 
nation, aad to assert that it has fallen into 
utter decay. The official papers of Ger- 
qwapny, the London Times and other papers 
of a similar stripe, only shrug their shoul- 
+e and speak in terms of the utmost con- 
empt when the French people are men- 
ioned, and the valorous General Burn- 

DE said that Paris, the Paris which re. 
$tsin so heroic a manner the hosts that 
round it, is only a madhouse, inhabited 
bmonkeys. Even some of ‘those who 
Syipathize with the unfortunate country 
giv it up for lost, and assign henceforth to 
it @ inferior rank among the nations of 
the arth, arank widely different trom the 
posityn it formerly held in European coun- 
sels, @d they ascribe this great change to 
the dgeneracy of the French them- 
selves. They think that the political 


mission ¢ France is fulfilled; that it had 


better stad aloot from political interfer- 

ence in tk general affairs of Europe in 

future, in fact, abdicate its political influ- 

ence in fayr of Germany,and devote its 

whole attetjon and energies henceforth to 

the cultivatin of the arts, sciences, and | 
commerce. 

But do the iets justify this contempt on 
the part of the gemies and this pity on the 
partot the frinds of France? Let us 
took a little close at the matter. France 
has been very upirtunate in the present 
struggle, her courry has been invaded, 
her towns destroyg, and her soldiers 
killed or captured. 3ut is there a nation 
tbat has not met wit great disasters at 
‘ome period of its history? Let us take 


the Prussian armies were beaten at Jena 
in 1£06, the whole country lay prostrate at 
the feet of a proud conqueror, who did not 
hesitate to proclaim the humiliating condt- 
tions of peace he would exact, and not an 
effort was made by the Prussian people to 
resist him.@ Not so in France. The 
Frerch army and the French Emperor 
were not oply beaten at Sedan, but entirely 
‘captured; and the army of BAZzArNE was in 
a situation but little preferable. Did 
France give up the struggle? No; it fought 
on. Without soldiers, without arms, 
without a regular governrcat, she refused 
to yield to the terms offered by the con- 
querors, although they are not so humihat- 
ing as those accepted by Prussia in 1806. 
She called on her people for new armiés, 
manufactured new arms, anc the nation 

which is said to be in utter decay succeeded 
in creating new armies in the face of an 
enormous, active and victorious force of 
invaders. 

The Germans hastened toward Paris, the 
beautiful city of pleasure, and no army 
was in France to obstruct their path. No- 
bedy supposed thata luxurious capital 
could offer great resistance, for it contained 
no troops of any consequence, and but 
few arms. Did Paris open its gates to the 
victor? No. Its population, so often 
deemed only fit for amusement, believed to 
be so debased and profligate, formed an 
army of defense, which has now tor months 
held at bay and even checked in pitched 
battles the finest army that was ever gath- 
ered under one head. And besides this, 
the untrained rustics of France have met 
the enemy everywhere with an opposition 
more formidable than that of her untortu. 
nate regular army. 

The enemies of France say that the 
ercatest evidence of the degeneracy of 
France is visible in the present anarchical 
state of that country. They say there ex- 
ists DO harmony, at a time when unity 
is most necessary. Different governments 
are acting independently, and sometimes 
in opposition to one another, in the differ- 
ent provinces. This is a great misfortune, 
but must it necessarily bespeak degener- 
acy)? We see the same during the French 
revolution of 1789, when the French na- 
tion, baving thrown off the yoke of its 
oppressors, passe@the most glorious epoch 
of its histor~w The young Republic, as- 
sailed from without and within, overcame 
all its foes and spread its doctrine of the 
liberty and equality of all men over all the 
countries of Europe. Through its agency 
a new era of liberty dawned over the old 
world, and the scowling tyrants who op- 
pressed their subjects by the divine right 
ot Kings, bent tremblingly before the 
youpg giant, and the reins of power 
slipped trom their hands into those of the 
people. At that time France acquired 
claims to the gratitude of Europe which 
the excesses her giddy soldiers may have 
indulged in cannot efface. 

France was not degenerated then. Nev- 
ertheless she was divided, and a bitter 
civil war was raging all through the coun- 
try, and thatin the face of a formidable 
coalition of foreign powers, whose troops 
had penetrated far into the land. But if 
civil discord was no mark of degeneracy in 
those times why should it be now? 

We do not think that the efforts of 
France to resist the invaders will be suc- 
cessful. She will probably succumb in the 
end. But her noble and heroic defense, 
due wholly to the efforts of the people, is 
worthy of the admiration of the world. A 
people that struggle as gallantly for their 
honor, as the French have done, cannot be 
degenerated, and, even though they 
should fall tor the time being, will soon 
recover from their reverses. The disasters 
that have now overtaken France will 
serve her as a lesson which she will take 
to heart and profit by in future, and we 
are confident that she will soon rise and 
shine in the world’s history more brightly 
than ever. 

The present war, even if she should lose 
some territory, will by no means cripple 
her. Let Bismarck take all he claims 
and France will still remain a powerful 
country of more than thirty-seven mil- 
lions of inhabitants, a compact, united 
people, all French, and devoted to France. 
France is one of the finest and wealthiest 
countries of Europe and its people are a 
trugal and industrious race. [t will not 
take long before she recovers from the 
losses sustained during the present war, 
and if she has learned by her past mistor- 
tunes to abstain from meddling too much 
in the affairs of her neighbors, and not to 
waste the blood of her children for inter- 
ests that concern her but little, she will in 
a few years be happier and stronger than 
ever.

If a young fellow is by matdre suited to 
newspaper work, if he has a head for af- 
fairs and a nose for news, he is likely to get 
on, and the means of getting on, we should 
say, are rather more accessible than those 
which are open in the law or in physic. 
But training is indispensable. The aspi- 
rant for medical honors devotes years to 
the study, before he can hope to attain to 
the practice of medicine. The law student 
is likewise required to go through a long 
and expensive probatory term, and then he 
has to take bis chance tor clients, Why 
should not the same rule exist in the press? 
It a lad of enterprise and talent, just come 
from college, wishes to study journalism, 
why should he expect to be paid for learn. 
ing his profession when other professions 
exact payment? 

Journalism does not come like reading 
and writing, altogether by nature, albeit 
nature has much to do with it; and so 
there is hardly a more useless appendage 
in a newspaper office than a youth of cul- 
ture and ambition, who has a turn for kid- 
gloves and a nice sense of the glory of a 
siik hat. But there is always room for a 
go-ahead chap, with a man’s heart in 
him and askulltull of brains stuck on to it 
a chap who doesn’t mind crushing his 
head-gear down over his eyes, wadding his; 
breeches in his boots and starting after a 
rumor like a Scotch terrier after a rat, 
pursuing it through all the subterraneous 
alleys and holes, the highways and the 
byways, the slums and dens of towr and 
country, and finally running it down and 
clapping it into three lines of fact. Such a 
chap is none the worseil he 1s a gentleman, 
apd certainly something the better it he is 
a scholar, and,in either event or both, is 
not likely to be damaged in his morals by 
his contact with crime.

The rewards of newspaper life are cer- 
tainly great, and nothing can be more 
false than the mawkish sentiment of those 
who drivel about its weariness, incessant. 
ness and late hours. : There is in the very 
drudgery of newspaper work an inspira- 
tion that is found in no other calling. The 
pay 1s hetter and success is at once both 
fortune and fame. The prizes may not be 
as numerous but when won they are more 
durable than those held out by other 
projessions, and especially by politics. 
Apprenticeship, however, is the foundation 
of it all; and no one need hope to succeed 
who does not begin at.the beginning and 
work his way up. 

There are now within reach of a con- 
venient paper-weight a nest of young 
journalists every one of whom considers 
himself a prodigy and a here, and every 
one of whom has passed or is pvssing 
through the journalistic mill. Some 
of them think that, like the mill of the 
gods, it grinds but slowly. Yet each of 
them is receiving better pay than any one 
of his comrades of his own age in other 
walks of life and with an equal prospect 
before him. Indeed, the only serious 
trouble that besets their progress grows out 
of the fact that they get on too fast and 
receive too much money; the which, 
joined to the propagating tendencies of 
journalism, stimulates the matrimonial] 
just as ambition kindles the sentimental; in 
short, not to put too fine a point on it, they 
have a dreadful propensity to marry. Now 
a wife, which is a good thing to have 
about one’s family,is a cumbrous dhing to 
be tied on to the taik of a newspaper re- 
porter; and the chances are ten to one that 
she destroys him in his peculiar line.
